Grants Interview to Commissioner 
Bullard Durinfr his Visit to 
the Colony- 
After an absence of nine years. 
Commissioner BuUard re-visited Brit- 
ish and Spanish Honduras, and met 
with a remarkable reception. Large 
Crowds attended the Meetings, and on 
several occasions many hundreds were 
unable to gain admission. Numbers 
of seekers were registered both at 
Belize and Stann Creek. The voyage 
from Jamaica was particularly tax- 
ing, as it was undertaken in the rainy 
season,' when the winds are strong and 
the going is dangerously rough for 
small craft. 

The Commissioner travelled to Bel- 
ize with the Hon. P. S. Woods, with 
whom he had frequent conversations 
concerning the work of the Army.

His Excellency ex- 
pressed the warmest sympathy with 
the Army, and promised to render as- 
sistance whenever possible.

They conducted 
themselves in such a manner as would 
lead one to believe that they had had 
a long experience. 



SLOWLY, but with ever increasing 
activity, the Army in Brazil makes 
progress. Scarcely three years have 
passed since Lieut.-Colonel and Mrs. 
Miche unfurled the Flag in this coun- 
try of glorious scenery, of cosmopoli- 
tan peoples — and for soul-saving work 
—of wonderful opportunities. Today 
ten centres are in operation. With the 
thirty millions of population, what 
possibilities lie ahead of the Officers 
and Soldiery, for the people, generally 
speaking, are religiously inclined, 
they crave for the Truth! 

Many remarkable cases of conver- 
sion are being recorded. One concerns 
an Italian shoemaker of San Paulo, 
the most recently-opened Corps. He 
lived with his wife in .the same house 
as that in which the Army Hall is 
situated. She was one of the first 
Converts, and stiniggled hard to win 
her drunken husband, but his case ap- 
peared hopeless. His godless friends 
maintained a strong hold upon him, 
and he continued to diink henvily. 

In a Terrible Condition 
Seized one evening with a fit of 
delirium tremens his condition became 
terrible and his wife appealed to the 
Corps Oflicer for assistance. The Ad- 
jutant, with great difficulty, took the 
man downstairs to the Hall and shut 
him in, but fearing he might do dam- 
age, went back later to see what was 
happening. As soon as the door was 
opened the man rushed to it, gained 



the street, and threw himself in front 
of a street car. ITie Adjutant ran 
after him, and was only just in time to 
drag him from the track. 

This incident made such an impres- 
sion upon the poor fellow that during 
Colonel Allister Smith's visit a few 
weeks later, he attended a Meeting 
and knelt at the Penitent-Form. His 
drinking friends are angry with him 
for joining the Army, but his reply 
to their taunts is, "What, did you do 
for. me 7 Who saved me ..from being 
killed by the street car? It was that 
man who hardly knew me. My advice 
is that you, too, go to the Meetings 
when you are sober, and they will do 
you good as they did me.". 

Like a Wild Horse 
Another case of conversion in Rio 
de Janeiro was that of a -young man 
who bears the striking name of Fran- 
cisco de Assis. He was, however, far 
removed in character from that of his 
saintly namesake. Like a wild young 
horse, without reins or biridle, he 
dashed hither and thither, permitting 
nothing to hinder his passionate thirst 
for the life and gaiety of the world. 
■ Following a bout of revelry and 
gambling in which he lost everything, 
Francisco wandered into the Pare San 
Anne where he was convicted of his 
sins by listening to an Army Open- 
Air. The following Sunday he sought 
forgiveness and is now an enrolled 
Soldier.

Striking Statistics 
Some interesting statistics were sub- 
mitted to the gathering by Major Joy, 
regarding the Immigration Work of the 
Army. He stated that the Army had 
brought to Canada during the past 
twenty-five years about 300,000 persons, 
a number about equal to the present 
population of Winnipeg. To Manitoba 
there had been brought 25,000 persons, 
equalling the combined population of 
Brandon and Portage la Prairie. He
